Cleared 


The first effort in the United 
States to control wind erosion is 
not only getting local attention 
but also national attention. On 
the Lowell Merrill ranch on South 
Turner avenue, Ontario, the Cuca- 
monga CCC camp has developed a 
project that is recognized as high- 
ly important. 

Definite results of the work, 
however, cannot be determined un- 
til the fall season and the arrival 
of the usual winds that ordinarily 
blow quite steadily east and south 
of this district. 

Huge sand dunes have been de- 
veloped through the years by 
wind. One phase of the project is 
removal of obstacles so that the 
wind will be given an opportunity 
to blow down these dunes. Trees 
that were improperly placed and 
that resulted in the dunes being 
formed have been removed, Other 
vegetation has also been cleared 
so the wind in the fall will have a 
clean sweep in leveling the dunes.

POSTAL BUILDING 
HERE IS UNLIKELY 


First Class Cities To Get 
Funds First, Brady 
Is Advised 


Among the cities in line for new 
post office buildings Upland rates 
high in the “second class” division, 
Postmaster Orton P. Brady has 
been advised by Washington, D. 
C., officials. 

In accordance with a recent rul- 
ing all cities with “first class” 
post offices-will have new federal 
buildings in preference to second 
class cities, according to the ex- 
planation given to Mr, Brady. 

This rule will be followed unless 
there are second class cities badly 
in need of new quarters for their 
post office. The Upland quarters 
for the post office are said to be 
satisfactory. 

“Upland will be in line for a 
post office if there is any money 
left in the current appropriations 
after the first class cities are tak- 
en care of,” the Upland head of 
Uncle Sam's postal business said. 

He pointed out that some cities, 
such as Claremont, have gotten 
postal buildings ahead of Upland. 
That is due to the cities needing 
new facilities, according to Mr. 
Brady. 

As the result of Upland’s postal 
business steadily increasing, feder- 
al authorities are closely watching 
the local building requirements.

Added To 


Make Foothill Safest — 
Highway In Southland 





Not only the longest four lane 
highway in the state but also the 
safest! 

At least, Foothill boulevard 
should be safer now than ever as 
the result of many new features! 
on the widened four lane pavement. 
The dividing safety strip in the 
center is designed to prevent head- 
on crashes and to mark a definite 
separation between east and west 
traffic. | 

Entrances Widened 

Another important safety meas- 
ure is the widened entrance of side 
roads onto Foothill. Beginning at 
a point 50 feet from the intersec- 
tion, curbs on Foothill have been | 
angled back. Thus the mouth of! 
each side road is flared out like 
a funnel, enabling motorists on the 
side roads to view traffic in both 
directions on the boulevard before 
entering the highway. Motorists 
on Foothill can also see traffic on 
the side roads before the intersec- 
tion is reached. 

Another safety factor included 
on the widened highway is the pav- 
ing of all the side roads for a con- 
siderable distance back of the 
boulevard. Purpose of this sup- 








plemental paving was to eliminate 
the tracking of mud onto the 


boulevard from side roads, accord- 
ing to E, Q. Sullivan, district high- 
Way engineer. The highway divis- 
ion regards 
chief hazards of winter driving, 
since it renders the highway slip- 
pery when carried onto the pave- 
ment from side streets. 
Is 46 Feet Wide 

Foothill boulevard pavement 
now is 46 feet wide, consisting of 
two outside lanes each 10 feet 
wide, two inside lanes each 11 feet 
wide and a four foot dividing strip 
in the center which is bordered by 
double lines. Shoulders are eight 
feet wide on each side where there 
are no curbs, Final work on wid- 
ening the highway is nearing com- 
pletion. Cost of the project totals 
$369,453. 

“There is no excuse for accidents 
on this highway, insofar as its de- 
sign is concerned,” Mr. Sullivan 
said. “Everything that can be 
done to enhance its safety has been 
done. The principal danger is that

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Nine Years of Federal Deficits 


Under the above heading the United States News presents 
some figures and makes some observations that are interesting 
to citizens of this country—especially those who have to pay 
the taxes. While the facts are decidedly interesting, they are 
not indicative of a balanced budget at a very early date. We 
give a resume of the article: 

While the government was more nearly able to make both 
ends meet as it closed its fiseal year on June 30 than for any 
year during the past seven years, it is more than a billion and 
a quarter dollars away from a balanced budget that would re- 
sult from income sufficient to meet outgo. The last time a 
balance of that kind was achieved was on June 30, 1930. 

On the eight years since then budgets have been out of bal- 
ance—and the ninth such year began July 1. There is no 
thought of a balanced budget for this year—instead the gov- 
ernment faces the prospect of declining income at the same 
time it is geared up to increase the outgo. A year from now 


the United States Treasury anticipates a red ink figure of three 
and one-half billion dollars, that amount representing the dif- 
ference between receipts and expenditures this ninth year. 
During the fiscal years 1931, 1932 and 1933 the government 
made strenuous efforts to keep the outgo in line with its in- 
come by cutting expenditures—but try as it would expendi- 
tures continued to climb while income decreased. 

The ‘‘pump priming’’ program started in 1934. Since then 
the size of the deficit has been geared to the economic health 
of the country—the budget being used as a ‘‘definite instru- 
ment for generating recovery and for curbing booms. Right 
mow the objective is a big defiat. One year ago the objective 
was a small deficit or an actual balance of the government’s 
budget. 

*‘Experience shows that large deficits are easier to achieve 
than small deficits or no deficits at all. . The federal govern- 
ment has yet to show that it can actually bring its outgo with- 
in the limits of its. income, now that the deficit itself is being 
used as an economic weapon. Yet a year ago that goal of a 
balanced budget was set. The bookkeeping now going on at 
the Treasury shows where and how the goal went unrealized,’’ 
gays the United States News, and observes: 

Business was good in the middle of 1937, relief rolls were 
getting smaller and income was rising. Spending agencies 
were then told to ‘‘trim sail’’ and tax loopholes were closed. 
Tax collections, which were barely over two billion dollars in 
1932, were expected to be near the two billion dollar total. Re- 
lief rolls and relief expenses were reduced so that a WPA that 
had cost nearly two billions in 1937 fiscal year was under a 
billion and a half for the year just closed. Highway expendi- 
tures were reduced from a quarter billion dollars to less than 
a hundred million—and the total eut for recovery and relief 
brought the cost from just a little over three billion to barely 
more than two billion. 

During the same time regular operating costs of the gov- 
ernment increased almost enough to offset the decrease in re- 
covery costs—and income failed to reach what the President 
expected it would. The result was another year of deficit. As 
the year ended the picture looks about like this: Total income, 
$6,300,000,000, total outgo $7,650,000,000, deficit $1,350,000,000 
—and the public debt is about $37,200,000,000. 

For this fiscal year the picture ie decidedly different. No 
effort is to be made toward a balanced budget. Instead, WPA 
expenditures are expected to go above two billion dollars and 
a public works program that cost less than two hundred and 
fifty million last year is expected to jump to nearly half a bil- 
lion this year. Slum clearance is increased from forty millions 
last year to nearly eight hundred millions. However, as: far 
as figures are available they do not show that the government 
will be able to spend the sum Congress made available Best 
available estimates indicate the figures for the ninth year of 
deficits will be about like this: Total income $5 500,000,000, 
total outgzo $9,000,000,000, deficit $3,500,000,000—and the pub- 
lie debt $40,700,000,000. When deficits started in 1931 fiscal 
year, Uncle Sam’s debt—meaning you and me—was just under 
seven billions—and when pump priming started two years later 
it had reached twenty-two and a half billions. 

When the deficits started the expenses of government—ex- 
elusive of debt retirement—were a little over three and a half 
billion. The first year of pump priming the expenditures were 
six and three-quarter billions—and now, to quote The News in 
its concluding remarks: ‘‘Pump priming is being resumed at 
the seven and one-half billion dollar level. 

“The official figures at this stage fail to show that the fed- 
eral government in its first years of experiment with the idea 
of using the federal budget to break booms and to create pros- 
perity has been able to keep that budget under control. At 
this stage a balanced budget for the new fiscal year, just start- 
ing, would take an estimated nine billion dollars of tax rev- 
enue. 

‘‘Experience to date reveals that when expenditures hit a 
higher total, whether for pump priming, for bonus payments 
or for any other reason, they ean be reduced later only with 
the greatest difficulty. This fact, based upon nine years of 
experience, suggests that a future balance in the federal gov- 
ernment’s budget, if it is to be achieved, will come from a 
rise in tax revenue rather than through any important reduc- 
tion in the volume of spending,’’

Regular Testing of 
Soil Urged to Check 
On Irrigation Need 





Regular testings of water con- 
tent in the underground soil will re- 
sult in economy in irrigation, in the 
belief of R. G. LaRue, assistant 
county farm advisor. He predict- 
ed water costs can be cut from 10 
to 20 per cent through more scien- 
tific irrigation practices. 

His statements were based on an 
analysis of records submitted by 
growers. He pointed out that the 
records revealed no more returns 
on a grove where 47 acre inches 
of water was used than on an- 
other grove with only 27 acre 
inches of water being used. 

Test holes should be made to de- 
termine if the water is sinking be- 
low the level of the roots of the 
trees, When water sinks below 
the roots, it is being wasted, he

Down Town Group 
Recite Attitude in 
City Hall Dispute 


Since the city hall location is 
settled, this article is not written 
with the idea of advancing any 
arguments in favor of any spec- 
ial location, but is written to af- 
ford the citizens of Upland a true 
picture of this controversy from 
its beginning. 

We have no personal grievance 
against any member of the city 
council or any city official what- 
ever and we are not at this time 
casting any aspersions at any par- 
ticular person. 

In January of this year several 
of the business men and property 
owners took cognizance of the fact 
that it was the plan of the city 
council to locate the city hall on 
D street and Second avenue. Be- 
fore this time there had been no 
great activity on the part of the 
governing body of our city, ex- 
cepting for small items in the 
newspaper mentioning the fact 
that they were discussing the 
proposition. It also appeared about 
this same time that there was 
some possibility of getting federal 
aid in the project. A petition was 
circulated and about 125 business 
men and property owners signed 
this petition asking the city coun- 
cil to give some consideration to 
a downtown site for the city hall 
in preference to the D street loca- 
tion. So far as any person knows, 
this petition was ignored by the 
council, as no reference has ever 
been made to it in any way what- 
soever. 

After getting no recognition 
from the city council on the peti- 
tion, a mass meeting of interested 
persons was held and the entire 
proposition was thoroughly dis- 
cussed. A committee was appoint- 
ed to meet with the city council 
and see if the matter of location 
could not be worked out. This 
committee arranged the meeting 
with the council and the meeting 
was held. At this meeting were 
three members of the city coun- 
cil, including the mayor, and also 
two other city officials. The three 
members of the council present at 
this meeting agreed to allow the 
people of Upland to decide the is- 
sue and they also agreed to see 
that the proposition was placed on 
the ballot at the April election in 
legal manner. There was suffic- 
ient time between this joint meet- 
ing and the April election to have 
done this. The result was, as you 
all know, the city council did not 
keep their promise, and after they 
were taken to task about the mat- 
ter, they did put it on the ballot 
but only. as a “straw vote’. The 
result of this “straw vote” was a 
majority in favor of the police sta- 
tion site. 

The city council have  consist- 
ently ignored the result of this 
election, claiming that is was not 
official, did not represent the true 
spirit of the citizens and that they 
were not bound in any way to con- 
sider it binding upon them, al- 
though over 1,100 votes were cast 
on the proposition, which is near- 
ly 50 per cent of our registration. 

The city council then invited the 
committee representing the busi- 
ness men and taxpayers to confer 
with theri relative to the city hall 
plans, T.1e group readily consent- 
ed to this conference, which was 
held at the city hall. All the mem- 
bers of the city council were pres- 
ent. After considerable discus- 
sion the city council agreed to take 
the necessary action to call a spec- 
ial election and let the people de- 
cide the issue. The necessary ordi- 
nance was drawn up by the city 
attorney and was given its first

A—Yes, Section 163 of the Vehi- 
cle Code so provides. Renewal is 
prohibited when a court advises 
this department of any person who 
has for fifteen or more days wil- 
fully violated his written promise 
to appear given upon an arrest for 
any violation of the Vehicle Code. 
The restriction applies until the 
court removes it by filing a cer- 
tificate with the department to the 
effect that the case has been clear- 
ed, 

Q—I bought an old car to use 

































business but find I need a anoey 
motor. Is there much trouble 
doing this in so far as the ae 
tration, etc., is concerned? 

A—No, this is a very simple 
cedure and any traffic officer or 
Department of Motor Vehicles reg- 
istration clerk will assist you.
